Dakota is destined to become less 
popular after the next session of the 
legislature, when there will be adopt- 
ed the compulsory hail insurance law, 
which has been in force for some time 
in Saskatchewan. 
This measure as- 


sesses against every acre of arable 
land a tnx, from which is accumulat 
ed a fund for the payment of hail 
losses. There is no further expense' 
to the fai luer. The state administers, 
the fund and 
distributes, pro rata, I 


each fall, the amount levied, spreal- 
ing it over the hail losses as adjust- 
ed. 


Where the rub comes is hero: Much 


of North Dakota's aiable land is not! 
under cultivation, but i>. held by east-] 
enters with a speculative bent. Their i 
holdings are assessed low. and are a' 
source of small revenue to the town- [ 
ship, county and &tate.

The compulsory hall law is recom- 


mended by retiring Insurance Com- 
missioner Taylor as a substitute for 
the present voluntary hall law, which 
this year enabled the state lo pay on- 
ly 3S per cent on its adjusted losses.
